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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.

Ox our first page we publish the annnal mes-
ange of Governor Geary as transmitted to the
Legialature to-day. The Governor gives a
general rovisw of the affairs of the State;
and tonches npon a number of important
topios connected with the publio welfare, and
we commend the message to the thonghtinl
attention of our readers, In regard to the
finances of the State the Governor makes a
satisfactory report, Ife says that every de-
mand upon the Treasury for ordinary and
other expenses has been promptly paid, and
the public debt materially reduced, so that n
public confidence in the securities of
Commonwenlth has been inspired which en.
ables them (o command the highast pre-
minm in the market. On the 15th of Jann-
ary, 1867, the total indebtedness of the
State was ®A7. 70040077, Sinoe then and
up to XNovember 50, 1570, the sum of
$6,502, 74757 has been paid. The redunction
during the year ending November i, 15870,
s §1,702,570°05, The pgeneral desire for n
CGonstitutional Convention isstrougly endorse:d
by the Governor, who sets forth the insonve-
nience of the present patechwork condition of
the Constitution, cansed by the nnmorous
important amendments that have been made
sinoce the last Constitutional Convention in
1554, The labors of the commissioners
appointed to revise the stalutes of the Com-
monwealth are referred to with satisfaction,
and, in the opinion of the Governor, the
work bas been well performed, 'The entire
laws of the Commonwealth, including those
of DBritish origin, except such as relate to
erime, bave been revised, ocollated, and
arranged in a volume of less than three hun-
dred pnges. The prosperons condition of
our common school system is alladed to in
the message, dnd a numwber of suggestions
for ils improvemen: are offered. A aatisfac-
tory exhibit of the affuirs of the schools for
soldiers’ orpbans is alko made, The Gover-
nor makes a brief statement in regard to our
militin system, but offers no snggestions for
placing it npon a betier footing than il is al
present. There is no doub! whatever that
our militia force is not what it ought to be,
and soine measures for increasing its efli.
ciency rlionld engago the altention of the
Governor and the Legislature. The import-
suce of a geological survey of Lhe State is
nrged with great foree by the Governor, and
no portion of the message is better worthy of
the careful consideration of the Legisluture
than this. Entil soch & survey ia made we
cvannol even approximate to a knowledye of
our vast mineral wealth, and we sincerely
hope fthat the matter will  receive
the attention il desoerves. In rogard
to the question of protection for home
industry the views of the Glovernor are sonnd,
and he advances some uoanswerable argn-
wents against the free-trade heresy that we
commend to the notice of the so-called reve-
nue reformers, The “heathen Chines” does
pot meest with the spproval of the GGovernor,
especially when he comes in the shape of a
coolie under contract for a term of years, and
restrictive laws that will stay the further im-
portation of this kind of labor are recom-
mended. The presence of United States
troops at elections without the cousegt
of the loeal and State l"-uvartmu_'-h?.—i
is  regarded by Governor Geary as
an interference with the sovereign rights
of States, and he consegnently condemns in
strong texrms the action of Marshal Gregory
in stmmoning a squad of marines to preserve
order in the Fifth ward of this city at the last
Og¢tober election.  We commend this portion
of the Governor's moessege to the thoughtful
cousideration of President Graut and Con.
gress, a8 we do also the Governor's views in
regard to the propriety of bolding the cen.
tenninl anniversary of the signing of the De-
clavation of laodependence in Philadelphia,

THE PARDON REPORT.

I'ne pardon report, accompanying the Gov-
erpor's message, will be found in to.day’s
Meveonsrn, It gives the names of the erimi-
nals pardoned, during the last year, in Penn.
sylvania, together with the alleged reasons
for the exercise of Executive clemency. The
general effect of &uch a publication isno
donbt beneficial, as it inevitably imposes a
check of some kind upon a power which, in
its nature, is absolute. Geary is entitled to
oredit for reducing the average number of
pardons. and for resisting the pressure which
has no doubl been applied in many
undeserving cases ewmbraced in the
1240 applications which were made dnring
the year. The list of sixty-two pardon:
granted also embraces a tair proportion of
deserving cases, in which the Governor very
properly aud justly opened the prison doors.
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| exeontive actior, nnd we regret tonotios thata

considerable percentage of the pardona granted
by Geary during the last year belong to this
dengerons eategory. We doubt whether
there conld not bava been, in
any ona of the 1178 applications
rejected, as good reasons for a pardon ad-
vanced as those which, in a few of the aixty
applieations granted, were deemed sufficien’,
If the sonndness of the Governor's reason-

one degree less sensibly than Franca, \While
ber soil is not devastated, her towns and vil-
lages are nearly depopulated of able-bodied
wen; her Christmas was asad aud solemn
one: and the record of Germau wmortality,
